During the last nine months of 
1919 a grand total of 91,420 immi- 
grants entered Canada, and a con- 
siderably larger influx is looked for 
in the spring.

-With the end of the war comes the 
end, one may believe, of an odd spec- 
tacle sometimes seen in the neighbor- 
hood of Tsinan, Tsingtau, and doubt- 
less of other Chinese cities—the sight 
of a Chinese coolie pushing a wheel- 
barrow loaded with coins on their 
way to be melted down for the me- 
tal. War conditions raised the price 
of brass and copper to such an ex- 
tent that it was found profitable to 
purchase coin’ and melt them, a prac- 
tice which brought inconvenience, 
for it materially reduced the circu- 
lating medium. Laws were passed 
against it, but they seem to have been 
more or less successfully evaded, and 
wheelbarrows continued to be used in 
supplying the smelters, Thus is add- 


tory of Chinese cash, which began 
3,000 years and more ago with the 
circulation of coins that had the 
shape of knives still to be seen used 
as paper knives by foreigners in 
China who have picked them up 
searching for antiques, Other shapes 
were introduced, and before the Chou 
dynasty, about 600 B.C,, the Chinese 
currency was ax-shaped and spade- 
shaped as well as knife-shaped. At 
that time round coins with a hole in 
them, so that they might be held to- 
gether with a cord, were introduced 
and found much more convenient.

The big 
trouble is that the farmer expects us 
to pay high pfices for a green horse, 
one that is liable to distemper and is 
not properly broke, The buyer of 
such a horse is taking a big chance 
that he’ll die or be laid up and, con- 
sequently, won’t pay as much for him. 
Give us good, sound, big horses with 
a little experience behind them. We 
can’t get enough of them and ‘the de- 
mand will never run gut.” 

Claims of truck and tractor. manu- 
facturers that horses and mules are 
déstined soon to disappear are very 
properly met with the query: “Why 
should horses and mules, ‘which, ac- 
cording to your views, are obsolete 
and destined to speedy disappearance, 
be in greater demand and at higher 
prices than ever.”
